POSSIBLE, SAYS 
COL. JOEL FORT 

Quality Poor, Manufacturers 
Short. And There Is No Rea- 
son For Cutting Out 
Next Crop 



Colonel Joel B Fort, who is speak- 
ing In the interest of the tobacco pool, 
says the Lexington Herald, returned 
to Lexington Sunday from a ten days 
tour of Kentucky and Ohio. When 
asked about the crop of tobacco he 
said: 

"I have been growing tobacco all of 
my life and think that 1 have had ex- 
perience enough to make me competent 
to judge the present condition of the 
crop. Since I have been here, more 
than two months, I have traveled over 
every part of the Burley growing sect- 
Ion, and have talked with tobacco 
growers from every county in the dis- 
trict. 

"I have never seen the prospects for 
an average crop of tobacco as poor in 
all these years. I have seen tobacco 
come out of a dry spell into a rainy 
spell and make line tobacco. I have 
never seen it come out of an exceeding- 
ly wet spell into a dry spell and make 
a crop. In all my travels I have seen 
only one crop large enough to top. 
Ordinarily the bulk of the tobacco 
snould have been topped by the fourth 
day of July. 

"Hundreds of acres tiave been aban- 
doned on account of tha grass and the 
weeds during the wet spell Hundreds 
of acres have been planted in late corn 
and millett. and the tobacco which has 
been cultivated, and from which grass 
has been taken, i$ still yellow and 
shows no signs of growth. Hundreds 
of acres are blooming only a short 
distance from the ground, rendering 
the plant practically worthless." 

When asked what was his estimate 
of the percentage of the crop, he said: 
Half a Crop Prospect 

"Judging from what I have seen my- 
self, and information that I have re- 
ceived, from reliable and competent 
sources, 1 am satisfied that there can 
not be possibly marc than half a crop. 
Owing to the late season and the im- 
possibility of satisfactorily curing to- 
bacco late, that which is produced will 
be of a very interior quality.

Washington, July 22.--A breech | 
block or a 1'J-Incli Run of Mattery De 
Kussey at Fortress Monroe.

It seems that there are few people 
who get hurt by a corporation who do not try to mulct it for heavy 
damages. Some people who claim to have been permanently injured, 
and as-crt thai they must _m through the remainder of their natural 
lives as cripples, hobhle around on crutches until their suit for dam- 
ages is finally dbpoaed of in the courts. Then the crutches are dis- 
carded and the •permanently injured" plaintiff becomes as spry as 
ever. The recovery is something marvelous, and MtoUDdl the doc- 
tors. 

That sort of thing has been worked to an excess in the courts of 
Daviess county, hut the juries in Daviess are fair, and unless a clean, 
clear case is made out, the verdict is for the defendant. 

There seems to he an idea among Some people that all you have 
to do to recover damages again-t a corporation is to tile your suit and 
have it tried before a jury of farmers: that the farmers arc so pre- 
judiced against the corporation- that they will return a verdict award- 
ing damages against the corporation, regardless of the evidence. But 
the farmer- of Davie-s comity have taught several plaintiffs that the 
farmer may have grievances against a number of corporations, but 
still he is a fair minded man and is ready to render full justice even 
unt<- a corporation that has heaped upon him unjust burdens. 

If damages are Seen red through Daviess county juries the plain- 
tiff must prove beyond question that he is entitled to damages.— 
Owensboro Inquirer.

I'hc sponsors of Wilson's boom for 
president and therefore of his candi- 
dacy for governor are said to be ex- 
Setiator James Smith of New Jersey. 
Itoger C. Sullivan of Illinois and Colo- 
nel George Harvey, editor of Harper's 
Weekly. The announcement wns made 
after President Wilson hud been In 
conference at the Lawyers' club In 
New York. 

For all of these several reasons and 
some others political wiseacres opine 
\ that Wall street Is back of the move. 
They recall that Colonel Harvey 
fought Roosevelt, that Roger Sullivan 
was read out of the Democratic party 
by Bryan and that ex Senator Jim 
Smith has long been regarded as a lit- 
tle brother of the trust.*. 

However these things bo, the big pa- 
pers of the country are taking Wood- 
row Wilson's caudldacy for governor 
of New Jersey seriously, and If he 
niiould be nominated and elected to 
that office hla candidacy for the presi- 
dency would be more serious yet 
Therefore he Is a factor to be reckoned 
with. 

Mentioned For 1908. 

It was In 1006 that Colonel Harvey

it "caught on." All sorts of letters 
were received from all sorts of cor- 
i.ers of tho land approving the pro- 
posal.

Woodrow Wilson was the friend of 
Grovcr Cleveland While the ex-preai- 
dent was a lecturer at Princeton the 
two frequently discussed politics and

•tandards. Individual honesty and cour- 
age, both being old school t»einocrats 
aud both opposing Bryan. Public af- 
fairs are congenial topics with Dr. Wil- 
son, for, while his highest reputation 
hoa been gained as an educator, his 
chief interest is pollticnl economy and 
government. Possibly that Is because 
he was born in Virginia or because he 
once practiced lnw In Atlanta, or It 
luay he due to temperament. 

Wilson la not only a political eeono 
mist, but a historian, some of whose 
works have bt*<,uje iejU books. Among 
others he Is the author of "Congres- 
sional Government," which appeared 
In 1885 and immediately gained him a 
ro, uiiution as an original thinker; "Th« 
State," which came out In 1880. deal- 
ing with all branches of coustltutloual 
government; "Division and Iteuulon," 
covering American history from 1829 
to 1R89; "Mere Literature and Other 
Essays." "George Washington" and a 
"History of the People of the United 
States." 

Most of these books are standard au- 
thorities Id colleges, aud all of them 
show research, scholarship and In 
pluces brilliancy. "Division and Re- 
union," while written from the view- 
point of the southerner, reveals a 
brwidtb and wholesome Americanism 
that rob it of offense for northern read-

In all his political and historical 
writings Dr. Wilson shows himself a 
fundamental uemocrat with a pecul-
